persons recognized him. 


Little Sleep for Roosevelt. 


Colonel

bed 
earlier than usual, for he has been so 
busy since he left New York that he 
has been obliged to u irta il his hours 
of sleep. 
In the morning he w ill at­ 
tend a breakfast at the Omaha duo, 
and then leave for Sioux Falls, where 
he is to speak. 
At the auditorium, where he math 
his principal speech of the day, Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt commended the work of 
Senator Burkett. 
The senator has ob­ 
tained the Republican nomination and 
Congressman 
Hitchcock 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic nomination. 
Under the Nebras­ 
ka law, the people w ill vote for a 
senator at the fall election and the 
members of the legislature are obliged 
to elect the candidate who receives the 
highest number of votes. 
Senator B urkett made the speech in­ 
troducing Colonel Roosevelt. 
He de­ 
scribed the colonel as “the man who 
was once the first citizen of the na­ 
tion, and is now the greatest man in 
the world.” 
A fter praising Senators Burkett and 
D olliver Colonel Roosevelt proceeded 
with his set speech, in which he spoke 
of the Panama canal and the navy. 
He said that the trip of the American 
fleet around the world increased great­ 
ly the prestige of this country, and 
that the work which is being done on 
the canal was one of the stupendous 
performances of all the ages. 
He took 
sharp issue with the plan which was 
placed before congress at the last ses­ 
sion of neutralizing the canal zone, 
and in strongest terms declared that 
this country should fortify the canal.

Bem idji, Minn., Sept. 3.— A tim ely 
rain contributed considerably towards 
extinguishing the forest 
fires 
which 
have blazed 
fiercely in 
the country 
A irth of Bem idji, and in many places 
even have burned the ground in for­ 
mer swamps, destroying a consider­ 
able amount of tim ber and other prop 
erty, but more soaking rain is needed 
to be of permanent benefit. 
Between Funkley and K elliher, on 
the Minnesota and International ra il­ 
way, much has been destroyed. 
The 
Northern Cedar company lost 25,000 
poles and the same number of posts. 
The Minnesota Cedar company had 
one horse and twenty-five pigs cre­ 
mated, and camp equipment and all of 
its poles and posts were destroyed. 
J. 
C. Parker, mayor of Bem idji, lost eight 
sets of valuable logging sleds. 
A wa­ 
ter tank, rut cutter, snow plows and 
five sets of the logging sleds belong­ 
ing to the Northern Cedar company 
also were burned at Orth, on the M in­ 
nesota and International. 
Seven hun­ 
dred poles and 700 ties were .burned, 
and warped the rails so that the train 
was delayed several hours, while train 
and railw ay crews fought 
the 
fires 
desperately. 
Very valuable white pine at Black 
Duck, 
owned 
by 
the 
W eyerhauser 
lumber syndicate, was saved only by 
the hardest kind of work. 
M ayor Parker of B em idji, who has 
visited the territory where the fires 
burned, 
says 
the 
pathway 
of 
the 
Haines between Ftinkley and K elliher 
is marked by widespread destruction. 
There have been very heavy losses 
throughout the woods.

DESPERATE 
FIGHT IN CAVE 


Rancher Kills Three Gray Wolves in 
Their Den. 


Deadwood, S. I)., Sept. 3.— To crawl 
into a wolf den with a rifle and tight 
a 
life 
and 
death 
battle 
with 
gray 
wolves was the experience of George 
Porch, a rancher. 
Small ranchers who have supplanted 
the big cattleman have suffered from 
the depredations of gray wolves, and 
Porch and four of his neighbors start­ 
l'd to run down and kill some of the 
animals. 
The five came upon the tra il 
of four full grown wolves, which they 
followed for many miles, succeeding 
in killing one of them on the open 
prairie. 
The 
other 
three 
animals 
headed for their den and took refuge 
in it, doubless thinking they were safe 
from 
further 
pursuit. 
Porch 
found 
that the 
tunnel, 
through which tile 
wolves made their way to their den 
ran along about IOO feet nearly paral­ 
lel with the ground. 
W ith a hunting 
knife in one hand and his rifle in the 
other he crawled the whole distance, 
ready 
for instant 
action 
when 
lie 
came upon the wolves. 
A fter digging into the bluff for a 
distance which seemed to be a half 
mile or more, Porch saw* ahead of him 
in the darkness six sparkling bright 
eyes, all 
centered 
upon 
him. 
But 
there was no stopping short of se­ 
curing the three wolf pelts which he 
had set out to capture. 
Some more 
rim m ing out of the hole and he was 
near enough to fire a shot from his 
rifle. 
Porch’s lantern was extinguished by 
the concussion when the heavy rifle 
was 
fired. 
Porch 
relighted 
it, and 
saw the body of one dead wolf. 
As lie 
reached forward to drag itvout. one of 
the live 
ones 
attacked 
him. 
The 
sharp teeth of the anim al closed upon 
his coat sleeve, tearing it to shreds 
and grazing his arm. 
A rough and 
tumble fight between Porch, who is an 
old cowboy, and the wolf then fol­ 
lowed. 
A fter a fierce battle he over­ 
powered the wolf and then ended its 
life by firing a bullet into it from 
his rifle. 
The remaining wolf then 
was killed by Porch.

Newell, director 
of the reclam ation service, all three 
of whom sharply criticised Mr. Ballin­ 
ger on the witness stand at the Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot inquiry. 
It was reported that Secretary Bal­ 
linger felt Dr. Holmes might have a 
hand 
in 
what he termed the “con­ 
spiracy” against him. 
Friends of Dr 
Holmes, while adm itting the latter’s 
close association and friendship with 
Messrs. Pinchot, Garfield and Newell, 
declared 
nevertheless 
that 
he 
had 
taken no active part in the campaign 
against Mr. Ballinger. 
The endorsement of Dr. Holmes for 
the place was almost unanimous.
